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ManySchneider 
Workers Killed 


LONDON, June 20.—P?)— 
Heavy British bombers struck 
another “concentrated and effec- 
tive” blow at Hitler’s war po- 
tential last night when they roar- 
ed more than halfway across 
France to rain two and four-ton 
block-buster bombs on the huge 
Schneider Armament Works at 
Le Creusot, 170 miles southeast 
of Paris, it was announced today. 


The air ministry reported that 
visibility over the sprawling 750- 
acre iron and steel works was 
good and that the bombers, which 
made a roundtrip of at least 700 
miles, wrought maximum destruc- 
tion on the plant which has been 
pouring heavy guns, armor plate 
and locomotives into the German 
war machine. 

The Le Creusot plant of Schnei- 
der & Company, more than a 
square mile in area, is the largest 
arms factory in France and is 
comparable to the great Krupp 
Works at Essen in its value to 
German war production. It is the 
largest and most important of all 
the plants of the Schneider cartel. 


Vichy Confirms Toll. 


The Vichy radio reported J.e 
Creusot was “heavily attacked” 
and that “important damage to 
buildings and casualties were re- 
ported.” A Paris broadcast said 
40 were known to have been kill- 
ed in the blasting and “many 
more are buried under the ruins.” 

Both Berlin and Vichy declared, 
without confirmation from Al- 
lied quarters, that American 
bombers also participated in the 
attack.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—(Monday)—(AP)—With more 
than 64,000 miners already idle, another general work stop- 
| page began today in the coal fields as wage negotiations be- 
| tween the United Mine Workers and operators collapsed and 
a Strike truce expired at midnight. 


Although the union expre 
the gov- 
ernment and, in effect, asked In- 
terior Secretary Ickes to send the 
miners back to their jobs, mine 
leaders in the fields said the men 
would not work without a con- 
tract. 

While the union put the next 
move up to Ickes, government op- 
erator of the mines, Ickes took no 
immediate action and none was 
expected until he confers with 
UMW leaders, probably today. 

The stoppage—third in seven 
weeks in the vital coal mines— 
has spread to eight states in the 
eastern coal fields and late re-' 
ports indicated that thousands of | 
miners in the western states 
would quit work. The 83,000 min- | 
ers in Pennsylvania’s hard-coal 
fields likewise were expected to 
join the soft coal strike. 


AFL Miners. 


William Compton, Illinois 
vice president of the AFL Pro. 
gressive Mine Workers which is| 
not involved in the UMW wage 
dispute, said the 18,000 AFL min-) 
ers would stay at work. 

The UMW policy committee, | 
meeting shortly after negotiations | 
collapsed, declared the miners| 
were willing “to make any nec- 
essary sacrifice for the govern-| 
ment.” 

Ickes did not comment, but As- 
sistant Secretary Michael Straus) 
explained that he took no action 
Sunday night because any I1I1th- 
hour move would not have fore- 
stalled a possible tie-up on the | 
first two shifts today. Sunday is 
a holiday in the fields and th e| 
bulk of the miners are not due to| 
report until this morning. 

On the eve of another paralyz- 
ing strike in the coal fields, the | 
union asserted the willingness of 
its members to work for the gov-| 
ernment itself, under Ickes’ direc: | 
tion. 

Negotiations ended shortly after | 
noon Sunday, with the operators 
declaring “no possibility of agree- | 
ment exists” in view of the un- 
ion’s unwillingness “to make a) 
contract until their claim for por- | 
tal-to-portal pay is satisfied.”

Powerful Weapon Evolved. 

“Our air generals went on to 
prove, when they got the chance, 
they do have strategic minds and 
can plan and carry out big stra- 
tegic moves. From the small be- 
ginnings of the winter they 
evolved, entirely by practice and 
experience, the immense _ inde- 
pendent military weapon which is 
the Northwest African Air Force.” 

The Northwest African Ajr 
Force contains all of our former 
12th Air Force plus British and 
some French fighter and bomber 
units. So far as the operational 
units are concerned, the force is 
largely American. The striking 
force is divided into two com- 
mands known as the strategic air 
force and the tactical air force. 


The strategic air force, com-

U. S. ‘Air Generals’ 


Proved Themselves 
In Tunisia Battle 


(This is the second of a series of three articles by Vincent 
Sheean, the well-known author and war correspondent, who ts 
now a lieutenant colonel in the United States Army. He recently 
returned from North Africa, where he landed with the~ first 
American troops, and has had an opportunity to observe ail the 
operations, particularly the tactics of the Northwest African Air 
Force. Some of his information was obtained from the famous 
American pilot, Lieutenant Colonel Philip G. Cochran.)

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The Northwest African Air 
Force came into being on February 17 as a result of the winter 
Lieutenant Colonel Philip G. Cochran, one of the 
most brilliant of the younger leaders in that air force, states 


as the fighter groups used for es- 
cort of bombing missions. 

The tactical air force, com- 
manded by Air Marshal Arthur 
Coningham, has _ fighter-bomber 
groups and some light bombard- 
ment. These units fight the ene-

air forces would attempt to harass, 


| Their missions are dictated by 


over-all air-ground co-ordinated 
strategy—rather than on the re- 
quest of local ground points. 

Lieutenant Colonel Cochran 
says: 

“Perhaps the whole new con- 
cept of air support could be said 
to come from the fact that an air- 
plane pilot can see farther behind 
the enemy lines than any ground 
observer. The people on _ the 
ground want action on that which 
is directly in front of them, while 
the airman wants to destroy the 
communications and supplies of 
that action. 

“For example, the local ground 
control might ask for the destruc- 
tion of a battery of guns which is 
holding up the procedure of armed 
vehicles through a pass. The air- 
planes that come over to attempt 
this destruction see, 20 miles be- 
hind the line, the supply dumps 
and repair depots of the enemy 
units. 

Airman’s Point of View. 

“The airman naturally wants to 
destroy what he thinks ig the 
heart of the action. 

“These seem to be the basic ele- 
ments in the discussion. Carried 
from the action of small units to 
bigger and bigger ones, this con- 
cept involves whole armies, whole 
theaters and \hole wars.” 

The Northwest African Air 
Force also protects the harbors by 
means of the Coastal Air Force 
and patrols the waterways for our 
convoys In its most recent inno- 
vation, a training :omman4d, it re- 
ceives new units from America 
and gives them the necessary fin- 
ishing touches of preparation for 
combat in the conditions of this 
theater. 

Service Command. 

And supporting the whole ‘struc- 
ture is the service command, 
which builds and maintains the 
fields and depots and takes care 
of the aircraft—the whole im- 
mense job of supplying a modern 
air force with bombs, gas, cloth- 
ing, ammunition and everything 
else. 

At certain points during the 
African campaign this air force 
was called off its strategic job in 
order to stop German advances. 
The classic exam le of this is the 
bombardment at the Kasserine 
pass on February 22 and 23, when 
bombers and fighter-bombers of 
all categories were hurled at the 
Germans in endless succession, 
making the district completely un- 
tenable.

Atlanta Cleanest---in Morals--- 


Since Days of Marthasville 


By KEELER McCARTNEY., 

Atlanta is clean from a moral) 
standpoint—cleaner than it has} 
been since the days of Marthas-| 
ville, and cleaner perhaps than any | 
other major city in the country. 

Although no official word has| 
been received from Washington, | 
city officials have been given to 
understand that the Army and 
Navy are well pleased with the 
‘progress here in controlling ve- 
nereal diseases among members of 
the armed forces. 

“This vice driv€ was not en- 
tirely our idea,” Police Chief 
Hornsby declared last night. “We 
had been working all along to re- 
duce crime in general, without 
placing particular emphasis on any 
particular type. 

“However, Washington request- 
ed us to help reduce the spread 
of venereal diseases among mem-| 
bers of the armed forces. And we) 
have been doing what we could.” | 

Drop 75 Per Cent. 
Just how the police de- 


well 
partment has been doing is reflect- 
ed in arrest records. Three months 
ago, the city jail was packed over 
the weekends with women charged 
with or suspected of prostitution. 
The total ran to around 1,000 a 
month—with more than 40 per 
cent of them infected. 

Today, the arrests have dropped 
75 per cent and the number of 
persons found to be infected is) 
well below 10 per cent. 

Of those brought in, four out 
of five are out-of-towners who 
have not heard that ‘“‘the heat is on 
here.” These transients still give 
the vice squad plenty of head- 
aches but the going is not nearly 
so smooth as it was even 60 days 
ago. 

“There are not three profession- 
al prostitutes left in Atlanta,” one | 
member of the vice squad said. 


“They’ve gone to work—many of 
them in defense plants. It’s kill- 
ing them, but they are at work.” 

When the complaints first began 
to come in from the Army and 
Navy, Chief Hornsby assigned 13 
men to the vice squad and ordered 
them to show no favorites. They 
began by combing the hotel reg- 
isters, hanging around beer and 
wine places in plain clothes. 

Amazing Teamwork. 

After a short time of misunder- 
standing all around, the city 
health department, the police de 
partment and the courts got to 
gether and showed amazing team- 
work. 

Business houses that failed to 
co-operate found themselves out 
of business. The licenses of 26 
places have been revoked since 
January 1, including seven hote!ls, 
numerous beer and wine parlors, 
restaurants, and one chili parlor. 

As the drive gained momentum, 
the prostitutes fanned out to 
apartment houses and private 
homes. But the police were quick 
to catch on. The plain clothes men 
also “swept out” parking lots, 
parking yards at night clubs and 
even roving taxicabs. 

The 13 men who have worked 
the vice squad for almost a year 
are still on the job, although the 
number of persons they arrest has 
dwindled to almost nothing. They 
make the same routine inspections 


| they made six months ago and, 


since the coming of hot weather, 
have added the city parks to their 
list of calls. 

‘*We are not letting up now.” 
Chief Hornsby declared. “The 
Navy and Army asked us to do 
this as our patriotic duty, and we 
have done the best we could. 
Things are under control now and 
I intend to see that they stay that 
way.”

Profitable Crop 

Peace time consumption of sugar in the 
United States was approximately 7,000,000 tons 
annually. Twenty-five per cent of that supply 
came from beet acreage in 19 states of the 
west and middle west. Last year, with im- 
portations of raw cane sugar cut by war con- 
ditions, the country’s total sugar consumption 
was approximately 5,400,000 tons, one-third of 
which was sugar made from beets. 

The sugar beet has come a long way since 
its importance as a source for sugar was dis- 
covered something like a century ago. Handi- 
capped by capital interested in importation of 
raw cane sugar from Cuba and other sugar- 
producing séctions, the industry languished 
until 1889 when, as an emergéncy measure, 
sugar beet by-products were used in feeding 
lambs. In 1901 the first northern Colorado 
beet sugar factory was built in Loveland, and 
the by-product became available in such quan- 
tity as to prove its real worth. Twenty years 
later Colorado had become the leading state 
in lamb feeding, and today sends to market 
32 per cent of all the sheép and lambs winter 
fattened in the United States. 

Similar development in beet by-product 
feeding has taken place in the 19 states that 
produce the beets in quantity. Millions of 
sheep and cattle from the ranges of the west- 
ern states are annually fattened in the feed- 
lots of the best beet sugar regions, it having 
been demonstrated that the by-product alone 
of an average acre of sugar beets exceeds in 
feeding value the entire products of an average 
acre of corn. 

It is stated that an average acre devoted 
to growing sugar beets can produce not only 
3,500 pounds of sugar but also 300 pounds of 
meat. A 1,000-bag carload of beet sugar thus 
implies the parallel production of more than 
four tons of dressed beef or mutton, and 
enough leather from hides to make more than 
100 pairs of shoes. Dried beet pulp, composed 
of the leafy tops and what remains of the 
beets after sugar is extracted, travels to Maine 
and Florida, and is a favored feed in some of 
the largest dairies of the nation. 

Progressive Georgia farmers who long ago 
abandoned the all-cotton farming plan and 
diversified their activities by raising more 
food and feed and developing the livestock, 
dairy and poultry industries, might well ing, 
vestigate the possibilities of sugar beet culture 
in this area, Georgia is rapidly advancing in 
the list of poultry and egg producing states; 
the dairy industry has already become one of 
great importance; hundreds of herds of high- 
grade beef cattle are replacing the piney woods 
scrub; immense numbers of pure-bred hogs 
will make the razorback only a memory and 
the slopes of north Georgia are an ideal sec- 
tion for sheep raising. 

Sugar beet production offers these forward- 
looking Georgia farmers another -good cash 
crop, one that will not only produce sugar, 
which the nation needs, but the by-product 
will fatten the state’s beef cattle, make a 
splendid feed for the dairy herds of the section, 
and serve to advance the production of sheep 
in north Georgia.

Georgia Editors Say: 


NO MORE PARDONS? 
(From the Dalton News.) 


The state parole board has announced that it 
will issue no pardons—except in cases where 
there is conclusive evidence that the prisoner 
was innocent of the.charge on which he was con- 
victed. In a pamphlet sent to all state judges 
and solicitors-general the board told the judges 
that it would presume that “all court sentences 
are fair, correct and just,” and that the board 
would respect and uphold judgments of the 
courts. 

It long has been our contention that pardons 
should be granted only in cases where a man 
has been unjustly convicted. And such cases 
probably are not numerous. That does not mean. 
though, that parole may not be granted when the 
prisoner has earned a shorter sentence because 
of good behavior. Nor when an impartial board 
decides that the prisoner, after serving the mini- 
mum sentence, and society are better off because 
aman is given a chance to make good,

GLIDER TROOPS In 1934 I was in Cuba on a vacation trip 
and I sat out a part of it at the Havana Post 
office where an Irishman named Jack Obrine was editor. 

“We got a story,” he said one night, “about a fellow who is going 
to tow a couple of gliders over here from Miami with pilots in them. 

They are going to cut loose and land on the 
street in front of the capitol.” 

When the dav came I went along to a point 
of vantage at the capitol. At the appointed 
hour we saw the plane appear. It looked like 
three planes in formation. They circled about 
the capitol and then one of them seemed to 
fall away toward the earth. The second one 
followed. The plane circled like a mother hen 
watching its chicks on their first flight 

The pilots in the gliders landed their smal, 
frail craft on the street. There were no wheels, 
but only sled-like runners. 

It was a good job and a crowd of several 
thousand cheered them as they climbed out and 
went into the capitol for an official reception. 

Well, I saw it and met the pilots and talked 
with them, but what has made me feel very 
humble is that I didn’t think of it as anything 
but a stunt. The pilots had about that idea 

of it. They had been towed across and they had done a smart job 
of landing a motorless plane on a paved street. 

The next time I thought about gliders was when I read about 
the Germans landing troops on Crete in huge transport gliders. 
When I read that I thought right back to that hot summer day in 
Havana when the tiny one-man gliders had landed in the street. 

And 1 called myself names for not having the imagination to 
visualize the possibilities wrapped up in that stunt of 1934. 


AIRBORNE TROOPS Our Mr. Al Sharp is with the Second 


Army of the United States on maneu- 
vers in Tennessee, had a piece in Sunday’s papers. I have pulled 
out a few paragraphs here to show you how the little stunt of 1934, 
from Miami to Havana, looks now: 

“Then came the troop-carrying gliders, each hooked to a twin- 
engined bomber or cargo plane. The planes circled in toward the 
ficlds. ‘aiming’ at the tree under which we stood. 

“Gracefully the gliders’ ties were broken and they swooped down 
on their own. The first one headed for a cornfield not more 
than 100 yards away 

“We raced forward to see it land, 
halt we started ducking. For it seemed 
everywhere 

“Fach looked as if it were headed straight for your head. 
tree seemed a sanctuary at the time. It was reassuring. 

“As the gliders came to earth, there was so many landing at once 
that it was impossible to keep up with them. We thought of how 
the enemy might feel. But there was no enemy for this surprise 
attack. 

“Before the glidere had quit bouncing their troops poured ou 
manning everything from the littlest machinegun to the fm 
tank-busting equipment. 

“Then came the paratroopers Radios, parts of heavy guns, am- 
munition and other equipment sailed down from the planes before 
the men themselves hit the silk, showering the fields with quick- 
blooming mushrooms. 

“They slapped into the cornstalks and wheat, bounding up to do 
their iobs along with the glider troops. 

“The air was full for minutes as several hundred men and their 
equipment dropped to earth.” 

That's quite a little development from my little one-man gliders 
of 1934 to big ones carrying soldiers, guns and equipment. Gliders 
are going to be a part of the warfare of the future. They can come 
down at night on silent wings. No listening devices spot them. The 
men take a chance at night but usually the landing places have been 
scouted by day reconnaissance. 


THE WRIGHT BROTHERS The Germans were able to take 


gliders and do something with 
them because they were unhampered in their investigations. Ten 
years ago if one of our generals had asked for a half-million dollars 
to experiment with troop-carrying gliders there would have been 
at least a dozen members of congress demanding the floor to laugh 
it down 

We were the first nation to experiment with parachute troops, 
with gliders and with dive bombers, but we couldn't go on because 
of the small appropriations for the Army and Navy and because of 
the shoutings of some of our demagogues about the “militarists.” 

That is one explanation. The other is that we are slow to accept 
things. In a recent book about the Wright brothers there is the 
amazing story of how the Wright brothers flew for six months at 
Dayton, Ohio, and not a newspaper there published a word about 
it. The brothers were looked upon as eccentrics and so the town 
just refused to believe they were flying. Man couldn't fly and 
that was that. 

People driving their teams along the road could see the Wright 
brothers flying, but even so, no one believed it. It was not until @ 
period of six months had passed that articles began to appear. 

I have called myself a lot of names because I didn't think of 
something like our Mr. Sharp relates when I saw the little gliders 
land in Cuba 10 years ago. But I didn’t. And apparently no one 
else thought of it except the Germans, who went to work on 
the idea. 

Now we have got it and we have improved on what the Ger- 
mans did. When the war is done we likely will se@ cargo gliders 
towed by a big cargo plane cutting off a glider of freight for each 
town along the route.

But the test is not scientific unless we can start over with the 
same kids, this time placing the favored ones in the poor environ- 
ment and the poor ones in the ideal environment. 

Even this would not be exact, for both environments would 
have changed in 20 years; and evén if there had been no change, 
the kids wouldn't be exposed to exactly the same chance contacts 
and influences. 

Any effort to make such tests is like testing a doctor’s medi- 
cine. Having taken it, you never can know what might have hap- 
pened if you had not. You might have died, or you might have 
recovered more quickly. 

Social experiments are handicapped by lack of “controls.” Give 
ing a vaccine to one group proves nothing unless you deny it to. 
another group in order to make comparison. 7 

You might adopt an infant Eskimo from northern Greenland, 
teach him. civilized customs and ideas, and send him through 
high school and college, but does that prove that Eskimos are like 
white men? 

It proves only that one Eskimo boy was able to learn. certain 
things as our boys do. He may have been an exception, who would 
have become great among his own people if you had left him 
alone. 

In any case, though he may talk and act like any privileged 
white boy, you cannot know his secret thoughts, concealed ov 
tact or prudence, or guess what longing or beliefs or capacity are 
hidden in the dark soul he inherited from a thousand generations 
of primitive savages. 

Any race can learn our customs and ideas, but that 
prove its soul is changed. And it is impossible to prove, 
scientific way, that‘its soul either has or has not been transformed 
into the likeness of ours. All we can do is observe the race in 
time of stress and see whether it observes the standards of civilizae 
tion or reverts to the savage brutality of its ancestry.

Look at China, for exam- 
ple. Suppose China has to drop 
out, and informed people tell us 
that the situation in China is real- 
ly precarious, despite the recent 
defensive victories. The only way 
we can get aid to China, for the 
is by air transport, which 
is, necessarily, both limited and 
very expensive. We read about 
the several roads to Berlin, which 
we confidently believe we will 
some day travel, but do we. stop 
to remember that we haven't yet 
put foot on German soil-—that Hit 
ler has resources which hé has not 
vet tapped? We keep poking fun 
at Mussolini, but have we ana- 
lyzed the resistance of the Italian 
armies in the Mediterranéan, not 
to mention what we may expect 
when we have to fight them in 
defense of their homeland? Have 
we fully weighed -the difficulties 
of Axis sympathy in Latin Ameri 
ca and in Spain’? | 

This is not intended as a blue 
Monday rumination, but it 1s an 
honest effort to face facts. And 
on top of it all, have we been will 
ing to admit that we are really in 
two wars—the war with the Axis 
and the war among ourselves 
here at home? 

I was heartened by the General's 
statement that we now have a 
0-40 chance to win this war. Un- 
peakably grateful for. the magnif- 
icent showing of our gallant wom- 
en and men in the armed services, 
I still say that we need to tighten 
our belts, stop this war at home, 
and go our limit in conserving 
this 60-70 chance. Certainly, it is 
no time to be taking anything for 
granted.

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Hal Davis Successfully Defends 100-Meter Crown;

NEW YORK, June 20.—(#)—Gunder Haegg, Sweden’s world fa- 
mous distance runner, whipped America’s great Gregory Rice by 
40 meters as he made his United States debut with victory in the 
5,000-meter run of the national A, A, U. track and field champion- 
ships at Randall’s island today. 


The smooth-striding Swede, his 
long hair flowing in the breeze, 
took the lead after the first 200 
meters and was headed only brief- 
ly near the mile mark as he ran 
the distance in the comparatively 
slow time of 14:48.5, far off his 
world record of 13:58.2 established 
last year in his native country. 
Rice was clocked in 14:53.9, also

(A Thursday dispatch from 
Switzerland said Erkin had 
been recalled from Vichy be- 
cause of Turkish anger over 
German Gestapo surveillance 
at the Turkish embassy and 
Nazi restrictions on Erkin’s 
use of diplomatic code mes- 
sages. Quoting a Turkish dip- 
lomatic source, the dispatch 
said the envoy’s recall was not 
considered a rupture in rela- 
tions between Vichy and An- 
kara, but that it could lead to 
that.) 

Other changes in Turkish for- 
eign posts are projected, it was 
said. One of these is expected to 
be the withdrawal of the ambassa- 
dor to Russia, Cevat Achikalin, 
who probably will take over Ber- 
keke’s post. Achikalin held that of- 
fice before his appointment to 
Russia last August. 


The Turkish move to establish 
missions in British Empire coun- 
tries, all of which are geographi- 
cally strategic in the global war, 
may be another step away from 
strict neutrality. Turkey has a mu- 
tual assistance agreement with 
Britain, which she never has im- 
plemented, and also a frjendship 
treaty with Germany.
